pm Mong the manifold examples of Gods wrath 

JY and Juſtice upon men for ſinne, this age hath 
had not a few as well as former ages; and as 
former ages have ſhowne forth ſeverall exam- 
ples of Gods Irefull indignation for ſeverall 
= linnes : ſo eſpecially among other ſinnes for 
this,the perſecution of Gods ſervants : which 
perſecution, leaſt ſome- ſhould thinke them- 
ſelves alrogether free from,ſo long as they keepe 
their hands from being aCtually embrewed in innocent blood, let them 
be pleaſed ro conſider that there is a double perſecution; either wher, 
2 man doth incourage another in his perſecution of others, or when a 
man doth himſelfe atually perſecute, the firſt of theſe. ſhall bee wa- 
ved alrogether inthis diſcourſe, the ſecond ſhall be touched upon, and 
fo I ſhall paſſe on to the enſuing diſcourſe : And theſe perſecutors wee 
ſhall reduce to three ſorts, and they are theſe; Firſt, hand perſecutors; 
ſecondly, heart perſecutors ; thirdly congue perſecurors. As for rhe 
firſt ſort of perſecutors, whoſe perſecution is -a perſecution of the hand 
{asT may ſorearme it) this is of a 'arge extent, conſiſting in external] 
perſecuting actions : Bur I ſhall decline ſpeaking of. thar,becauſe ir doth 
not ſo properly belong to this diſcourſe, and it being alſo a thing, 
" ; which

which many, though their malicious hearts would pur them upon 
it, yet dare nor act it, becauſe the Lawes of the Land doe manacle 
them, and ſo doth reltraine chem from that which their owne evill 
ears would put thenp upon : I ſhall alſo in that regard ſay no more 
of it; fo likewiſe for the ſecond ſor; of perſecutors, whole perſecuti- 
vn is the perſecution of the heart. I ſhall not ſpeake of thar at all, be- 
cauſe ye ſhall ſze enough of what is in the heart by that which is in 
the rongue, for as Chriſt ſaith, Afarthew 12. 34. From the abundance of 
the h-art the month ſheakzth : So that the rongue being an evident de- 
monſtration of that to the wor!d that before Jay hid in the heart, I ſhall 
not neede to {peake any thing at all of that; and ſo I come to fpeake 
of re third ſort of perſecutors, and thole are they whoſe perſecution is 
w1th the tongue, | . | 

Now concerning this perſecution, the Apoſtle Payl ſpeakes in the 
fourch Chapter of the Galatians, verſ. 28. where the Apoſtle ſpeaking 
concerning //macl and Iſaac, faith, that hee that was borne after the 
ficſh 61d perſecute him that was borne after the Spirit : what that perſe- 
cution was, is apparent enough : Ir was the perſecution ofthe rongue, as 
you may ſee if you compare that place in the fourth Chaprer of the Gal- 
latia 1s, ver{. 28, with the 21. of Geneſir, werſe 9g. "there you may ſee 
that which in Genefis is called a mocking of J7/aac, that-in the fourth of 
the Epiſtle to the Galatians,verl, 28, is called a perſecution of 1/aac. 

Now concerning examples of ſuch as haye had Gods fearefull judge- 
ments ſcize upon them for this kind of perſecution : you may take no- 
rice of them as recorded in Holy Writ, and alſo as made examples by 
God in our dayes, that ſo they may be as Sea markes for the enſuing 
(Generations, leaſt they ſhould dafh themiclves upon the fame Rockes. 

Firſt to inſtance one and no more in divine writ, and that 1 
would have you ſeriouſly ro marke, Iris in 2.Kings 2,23,24. There 
you may ſee that a great judgement fell upon thoſe little Children tor 
cailinz the Propher Eliſha Bald-head, Irs aa inſtance concerning a 
Fropher, bur may be applyed by others of Gods feryants. Ir is ſaid that 
two Beares did come out of the Wood and tore 42. of them : A man 
u ould have thought, judging afterthe judgement of Carnal]! Reaſon : 
tha: this had beene ſomewhat hard, Eſpecially being that they were (as 
the Tex: faich) Bar little Children ; which happily ſome of them mighc 
ſcarce ui:nderſiend whar they ſaid, ind might be drawne to it by others ex- 
ampies; now for ſucha judgement to come upon them, there lies the 
xnder, : and if they had becne at riper yeares, and ſuch a judgement 
"24 ceme 555m them for ſuch an eyill, then it would haye ſcemed ſome- 
what 
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what more tolle:able to the dimme eyes of carnall Reafon, aad men 
would not ſo wonder art it. Bur from hence we inay ſeehow God hates 
this finne of perſecution : that he puniſherh it many times in them which 
ſcarce know what they doe, but may happily, or rather unbappily be 
brought onto it by others examples: who may nor doitout of 1gnorarice, 
but through knowledge,and its well if not our of malice alſo, And in all 
this God is moſt juſt, for he may puniſh finne where ever hee finds it, 
whether ir be in ſmall or grear. | | 

Burto come to our own times, fn which hath bin manifeſtedthe ſevere 
indignation of God againſt ſuch courſes, Two examples of which wee 
have had in the City of O-xford,in which, as in a Looking-glaſſe we may 
behold the moſt remarkeable and fearefull indignation of Gods ſevere 
countenance againſt ſuch perſons as have a hand in a thing ſo highly 
diſpleaſing to his Majeſtie as that is, namely the perſecution of them 
who are the favorites of the God of heaven, what ever man eſteeme of 
them, 
The farſt example thar I ſhall give you, is, of one in the Pariſh of 
Hoftowell in the Ciry of Oxford (who being deſirous to looke backe to 
the Carlicke and Onions of Egypr, I meane thoſe May-pole games 
as delighfull ro them as the other things to [/7ael of old ) did ſec up a 
May-pole, that he might not be different from others in other places 
there abouts; and rather than he would be ceficient in what others had, 
he would be ſuperfluous and have what others had not ; aithough in- 
deede what he had, and others had in that particular, was more than a 

ood deale : he being now deſirous ro make ſome addition to the Pole- 
|<; ſers upon that the picture of a man in a Tub, and faid, that was the 
picture of a Roundhead : which Picture is reparted ro be made in de-

rifion of a godly man, a Manciple of one of the Colledges in Oxford: + 


and the Reaſon why it was to repreſent him, was, becauſe he was a god- 
ly honeſt man, having repetition of Sermons in his houſe, an] did thac 
which God reguires of him, and of themtoo, who deſpiſed it, although 
they have nor that grace that he had to performe their duty as they 
ought, This Picture being up, this man, with others being about ic, ma- 
king themſelves meirily mad, or mad merry (callic what you will) In 
the concluſion they came co this, that they would ſhoote at this Picture 
ofthe Roundhead; ſome ſay that the Picture wasto be pulled downe by 
the command' of the Vice-Chancellour, and for that they would have 
this Picture downe intriumph, becauſe ic was to gue downe therefore 
they did ſhoote at it, but whether that be ſo or no, it is not much materi- 
all, the end of their ſport was to deride thoſe who were vf that go0d- 
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-neſſe which they for cheir parts did not. mean to attain unto, and theſe 
called by the name of Round-heads : In Te concluſion ſome braughr 
Muskets, and other Pieces to ſhoot at the Pifture, and ,one, a ſervan 
of the man whoſe delightthis game was, ſhor, and did kitthe Pilture, ar 
which che Maſter fell a laughing, and ona ſudden ſunke downe, falling 
mro a Conyultion fir, and hath beene ficke ever ſince, and ,now at this 
preſent for any thing reported-ro the contrary, and whether he yill live 
orYie, that mult be lefc ro him ro judge, who haththe iſſues of life ang 
geath in his owne hand, 

2. The ſecond example in the ſame City was in a Taverne,where be. 
mg met &.compeny of drinkers, who rather then they would have ng 
paſtime at all, in the mid(t of cheir cups did reſolve to doe that which 
was evill, ſo they might rejoycein it, and what they are that reioyce in 
evill, Solomon tels you : Among the reſt of their ations, this was one, a 
health dranke to the confuſion of the Round-heads, which when it had 
gone round,one amongſt the reſt being ready to invent ſomething new, 
though never {o naught ; come ſaith he, I will goe cur a. Caperco the 
confuſion of the Roaund-heads, bur his wife nor liking ſuch doings, 
would have perſwaded him to have deſiſted from it, . as once Pilates 
wite would have diflwaded him from-2n evill ation, Mar. 27.29. Bur 
as Pilates wite could nor prevaile with Pi{ate, fo neither could this wo= 
man with herhusband, Bur he going to begin his dance, and ſo to cur 
his caper, fell downe and broke his leg, upon which he Jay by it a long 
while, and :t laſt dyed. 

| 3. Another example is a company of Royſters about Chearing-Croſs, 
or not far off ic, abuſing cne of the trained Bands with their uncivill 
rongues, giving them reproachfull and ignominious termes, and being 
reproved by one for it, fej] fowle upon the man, and drew upan him,and 
in th uſting at him, gave him. prick in the hand, the mans hbilr of his 
{word kaving none of the beſt guards ; bur he being ſec,upon, ler flic ar 
one of them, and cut him croſle the wriſt, and ſo cutting the ſfinewes he 
ler fall his ſword, and ſo was laid hold of, and now.lies in the Gatehouſe 
© aaſ{wer for his demerits. 

4. Another example is of divers perſons, who being drinking in the 
Auer Tavernein Fleet-ſtreete, did abuſe another of the traine Bands of 
the City, by caſting out ſomething forth of the Chamber window among 
the Sovidiers, beſides the abuſive language they uſed ; one having more 

ingenuky then the other, reproved them that did ir, and upon that they 
asked him if he were a Round-kead, .and they drawing one.upon ano. 
ther, 
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ther, this hits tmade at by the other, pts by his thruſt, got within him; 
46d ftabbed hjni with 4 Stilletro, rhe others comming oa him likewiſe, 
ke wounded theni both ; of which three wounded, wo are now dead, 
and the oth his recovery queftionable* This man made away downe 
ftaires, with his {w6rd if orie hand, and Stillerto in another, and running 
downe Ram-Alley, oor doWh roward the water, and is not as yetheard 
of : here thay We ſee Gods Juſtice upon theſe, as was once ſhown upon 
the Arti6fites afid Moabites, ſufferitig them ro ſlay one another, that lo 
ke might take verigeatics upoh their lins, 


One in Cree-Church Pariſh, a woman commonly noted to be an e- 
nemyt0, and a rocker of goodnefle and good men, which ill diſpoſi- 
cion 6f hers, ſhe chinifeltts not long fince in the Church.at a Sermon 
made there by Maſter /:/s, who defired that they would nor ſleep, bur 
ſhe being aſleep, and wakened by one Miſtreſſe Clarke, 2 woman well 
reputed A for godlineſſe, which awakening was bur, in a neighbourly 
$6 loving way, b the jogging of her knee, 85 theySarecogether ; Shee 
preſcatly fell ro Age expreſſions, (Oh you bold. drunken [lxt, doe you 
Eckme) with many other uncivill ſpeeches, which language the ſaid Mi- 
ſtrefſe Clarke put up infilence, and only bal, husband with 
her uſage in the forenoone, and expreſſed her unwilli neſſe ro it in the 
pew with her, whereupon he unwilling there ſhould bee any difference 
Lervecn his wife and any, repaired to the Minifter of the Church, and 
defired that the Church-wardens, and the ancienteſt of the pariſh would 
afcer Sermon ſend for the womans husband, and ſee whether or no hee 
would aberr and encourage her inthis evill : According to his deſire, 
after Sermon he was ſent for, and came, where after he had asked the 
cauſe why he was ſent for, and the wronged party began to relate it, hee 
would nor fuffer him to goe on, but broke forth into fowle words, and 
rold him he lyed,for his wife had kicked his wife in the Church, therup. 
onthe LeKturer of the ſaid Chutch,' Maſter Falkingham,delired in love to 
take him of, and entreated thar eath might be heard, and then the buſi. 
nefſe would the berter be reconciled ; ro whom he replyed, I have no- 
thing to doe with you, nor you with me, and to another that reproved 
him for ſuch ill behaviour, you are a Blockhead, and a Roundhead, and 
thereupon went haftily ont of the Veſtrie, and ferchr his wife, who came 
thither in a great heac, and very probably full of bicterneſſe, for the ma- 
lignant ſpirit did thruſt our ſo faft, that as thoſe that obſerved her beſt, 
did yorily beleeve ir ſtopped her breath : Some ſaid chat ſhe ſpake evill 


| ofthefaid Maſter yels, others that ſhe boaſted how ſhe had uſcd Mi.

and upon her, inthat 
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J FP Rrefſe Clarke, others,that ſhe wiſhed her ſelfe ſome'miſchiefe if Miſtreſle 


Clarke had nor kicke her, others, that ſhee and hee both did utter many 
bitter words at, and before this evident token of Gods diſpleaſure : buc 
though theſe be probable enough, yer we will nor ſer chem downe for 
currant, and indeed it is well knowne that they both have been long diſ. 
2ffeted to pure Religion, and haye been ready nor only co ſpeake evill 
of ordinary Chriſtians, bur of Gods own Meſſengers, and now at this 
time ſuffering their congues to wander beyond bounds : Bur ler all good 
2ople from this example take notice of God in the way of his Juſtice, 
ro dread and praiſe him, and that all fo addied, would take notice of it 
aSa Judgement upon the husband (that ſhould partake of his wives ſin, 
& ule the like language, & manage her in ſuch abominable wickedneſs) 
od ſtruck her in the very a& of belching our her 

venome, and made her gall ro become bitrer to death to her ſelfe; for 
ſhe fell down dead preſently after ſhe (in a rage) departed from the Ve- 
ſtrie : We wrote this not to accuſe her or him, but to cleare God , and 
warne all wicked perſons. More might have been ſaid, and more ftrickr 
obſervatian had of Gods hand, bur ſome are willing to be ſilent, and o- 


 thers had nor ſpirits ro take'ſpeciall notice of her end, who were by her 


at her end : Bur for proofe of this we can produee many hands. 

One affirmes, thariuſt when ſhe was dying, one ſaying ro her, Mi. 
ſtreſſe Clarke-would nor abuſe her, ſhe curſed, ſaying, A poxe take you, 
you are one of the holy ſiſters, and ſuddenly her tangue (as. was obſer. 
ved) turned black. | hs eee 
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
